Hobiack chosen Sierra Madre Citizen of Year 


Dorothy Hobiack, who has lived in Sierra Madre 

since 1957, was chosen 1992 Sierra Madre Citizen of

the Year the past week and will receive honors on Jan. 
21, at the 27th Annual Citizen of the Year Presenta¬ 
tion and 1993 Installation of Officers Dinner. 

The contest is sponsored by Main Street Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. The dinner will be held at the Hol¬ 
iday Inn, 924 W. Huntington Dr., Monrovia, with 
the cocktail hour at 6 p.m. and dinner at 7:30 p.m. 

Hobiack said she is “quite taken aback. 1 never 
even thought about it (being Citizen of the Year). 
I’m the local scalawag and never thought it would re¬ 
sult in this. 1 haven’t the foggiest what I’m supposed 
to do but someone will tell me.” 

Her husband, Bill, who works for the Valley 
Club in Montecito, does all of the shopping and cook¬ 
ing in the family. Dorothy said, “Do you realize 
how much time that gives you? You don’t have to 
shop or plan or cook.” Is Bill a good cook? Absolute¬ 
ly, she grinned. 


Apparently, that gives Hobiack time enough to 
do about 20 hours a week of volunteering which in¬ 
cludes the following: used book sale at the library; 
cashier at the art fair sponsored by Friends of the Li¬ 
brary; 12 years on Meals on Wheels and treasurer of 
that organization; treasurer of Vintage Volunteers; 
Commissioner on Aging, Inc.; and “grunt work” 
(her words) for Sierra Madre Rose Float Association. 
She also helps with the fall festival at Monte Vista 
Grove, Pasadena, where her mother, Dorothy Crouch- 
ley, lived before her death. Dorothy Hobiack has al¬ 
ways been involved in whatever her family was doing 
at the time - Little League, that sort of thing. “I 
never wanted to be a freeloader.” 

Hobiack was a real estate agent for 27 years, 
having worked for “at least” five agencies. “I went 
where they had the most fun,” she said, and added 
that she retired three years ago. 

She moved to California in 1935. “As far as that 
is concerned. 1 think that makes me a California Na¬ 


tive.” She lived in Hastings Ranch before moving 
next door to Sierra Madre. 

Her mother was “Senior of the Year” for the 
Senior Citizens Club of Sierra Madre. “I always 
thought she would be a tough act to follow,” Hobiack 
said. 

She has three sons from another marriage: Will¬ 
iam Hillard in Santa Barbara; Jeff in western Louisi¬ 
ana; and John who lives in Sierra Madre. 

“In a community like this it’s easy to be a vol¬ 
unteer because it’s the spirit of the people. I read 
somewhere that your life has been successful if you 
give back what you take. I might be half way there 
by now,” the new Citizen of the Year told The News. 

She added, “1 always said that the only way they’d 
get me out of Sierra Madre is in a box. Then I found 
out that they only had two plots left in Sierra Madre 
Pioneer Cemetery so I bought them. I’m staying 
permanently.”

Resident group claims victory 
with construction stop order 


The group of citizens calling themselves the Valle 
Vista St. and Acacia St. Residents claimed victory 
at the City Council meeting last Tuesday when coun¬ 
cil members reversed the staff information from City 
Administrator Jim McRea and ordered an immediate 
“stop work order” to be put in place on the construc¬ 
tion at 590 Acacia Street. 

In ordering this move, the council granted the 
appeal that had been filed by the group of citizens in 
that area who protested illegal construction and Mc- 
Rea’s decision not to cease the construction. 

Information concerning this project has appeared 
in The News in previous weeks. 

In a nutshell, the council passed three motions: 
one, absolving McRea of “an abuse of discretion to 
permit the illegal job to continue in accordance with 
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Section 9604 of the Sierra Madre Municipal Code,” 
as had been charged in the appeal by the “Residents.” 

The second motion was for the stop order and 
the third was to send the problem to the Planning 
Commission for determination on height and setback 
measurements. 

The appeal was filed by Pasadena attorney Bob 
Carter, lawyer for the Valle Vista and Acacia Street 
residents as a result of the failure of McRea to order 
construction stopped. 

The city administrator had sent a letter to the 
owner of the property under construction, citing var¬ 
ious city code violations and the unlikeliness that the 
retrospective variances would be granted. Owner of 
the property is Viken Mankerian, liquor store owner 
in Pasadena. Despite these cited violations, McRea 
refused to order the owners to stop construction, 
neighbors reported, frustrated because they felt that 
city building codes were being violated. 

In reversing McRea, the City Council voted that 
not only should construction be stopped but also that 
the entire matter should be sent to the Planning Com¬ 
mission for review. 

Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bartolai made the motion, 
stating that it is not fair to everyone that questionable 
construction should continue. The more illegal con¬ 
struction that continues, the more difficult it would 
be for the owners to tear it down, he said. 

Speaking on behalf of the Valle Vista and Acacia 
Street Residents was Fred Wesley, Sierra Madre, archi¬ 
tect and former Planning Commissioner. He pre¬ 
sented diagrams that demonstrated how the city code 
was being violated by excessive height of the massive 
structure that neighbors call the “Taj Mahal.” Wes¬ 
ley concluded that not to order a stop work order is 
much like teiiing the owners that it is permissible to 
violate our city code. 

Jean and Bill Garr Sr. pointed out that such 
detrimental construction has had a bad influence on 
the neighborhood and the hillside. They presented 
photographs to the council, showing their concern

Mother, daughter charged with 
forgery, fraud by SMPD 


Michele Tchoroukian, 28, of La Crescenta, and 
her mother. Georgette Tchoroukian, 54, Pasadena, 
were taken into custody by Sierra Madre Police, Mon¬ 
day, on several charges of forgery and insurance 
fraud. 

Dr. Helen Huber, D.C., who owns Sierra Madre 
Holistic Health Care in Sierra Madre, who terminated 
the younger woman in August, notified Detective 
John Cordischi and Officer Gary Munstein of the 
Sierra Madre Police in September, and the men have 
been working on the case since. 

Michele Tchoroukian was office receptionist for 
the Sierra Madre doctor and “has allegedly embezzled 
between $15,000 and $20,000 as well as forging checks 
in the doctor’s name to between $18,000 to $20,000,” 
Tsaid Cordischi. She has also been involved in insur¬ 
ance fraud of between $10,000 and $15,000 from 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield insurance companies during 
that three- to four-year period when the younger 


woman worked for the doctor, Cordischi said. 

“Michele had been forging documents as it she 
and her mother were the doctor. Michele is being held 
on four counts of grand theft and seven counts of 
insurance fraud, all felonies. Georgette is being held 
on four counts of grand theft and also seven counts 
of insurance fraud, all felonies,” Cordischi said. 

The case was filed with the district attorney Mon¬ 
day, before Jud Morris, presiding judge, Pasadena 
Court. Michael Pargament will be special prosecutor. 

The women are being held on $50,000 bail, each. 

Cordischi said that he and Munstein did search 
warrants on four different banks to obtain records 
on both suspects. He estimated that the combined 
amounts are close to $50,000; however, the case is 
still under investigation since there are many patients 
who paid in cash and Dr. Huber has seen none of 
that money. Other people were being interviewed as 
of Monday, Cordischi said. 


Request made to continue 
chlorinating Sierra Madre water 


Sierra Madreans may be tasting chlorine in their 
water, if the Environmental Agency has anything to 
say. The city has requested a 30-day extension for us¬ 
ing the bacteria-killing agent, with the final decision 
to be made at the Jan. 12 meeting of the City Council. 

On Sept. 8 and 29, and on Nov. 6, routine sam¬ 
ples of Sierra Madre’s water taken at two sampling 
points located at Oak Crest and Fane Street tested 
positive for total coliform bacteria. The city was cited 
by the state and paid $100 in October because of these 
failures and chlorine was added to the system tem¬ 
porarily to kill the bacteria. 

At that point, the state issued a Compliance Or¬ 
der, instructing the city to chlorinate the water system. 
Non-compliance will put the city at odds with both 
the state of California and the EPA. 

A new coliform rule was promulgated by the EPA 
in 1990 and became effective in California Sept. 1, 


1992. The state recommends that a free chlorine res¬ 
idual of 0.5 ppm be maintained. 

Presently, the water system is chlorinated onlv 
with powdered chlorine in the reservoirs in emergency 
situations; however, this method, according to Kev 
Tcharkhoutian, director of public works, “is archaic 
and time consuming.” 

He feels that failure to regularly chlorinate the 
system will result in future violations of bacteriologi¬ 
cal standards. Non-compliance, according to Tchark¬ 
houtian, will result “in severe penalties of $250 cal¬ 
endar day and the matter being referred to EPA. In 
some instances, the courts have allowed the state and 
EPA to operate local water systems who have failed 
to comply with their directives.” 

On Jan. 12, the City Council will decide how to 
handle this new city problem.

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Seat belt law 
enforced Jan. 1 


Vehicle seat belts must be worn by 
adults, children and babies as of Jan. 1, 
1993, said Police Chief Bill Betts this 
week. 

“We will start citing for violations 
of the new seat belt law in California at 
that time. The new law empowers an 
officer to stop someone who is not wear¬ 
ing his or her seat belt. They don’t have 
to be speeding or committing any other 
offense,” Betts explained. 

“Buckling up is the best protection 
for vehicle occupants. Seat belts have 
proved their worth and we now have over 
70 percent of the drivers in California 
buckling up. Once you get in the habit, 
it only takes a few seconds to buckle up... 
seconds that could make the difference 
between life and death,” the chief pointed 
out. 

He said that seat belts help occu¬ 
pants in six ways: 

- There is a “ride down” benefit in 
which belts begin to stop the wear¬ 
er as the car is stopped. 

- Belts keep the head and face of the 

wearer from striking objects like 
the wheel rim, windshield, interior 
post, or dashboard. 

- Belts spread the stopping force 
widely across the strong parts of 
the body. 

- Belts prevent vehicle occupants 
from colliding with each other. 

- Belts help the driver maintain ve¬ 

hicle control, this decreasing the 
possibility of an additional col¬ 
lision. 

- Belts keep occupants from being 
ejected from the car. 

“How about a New Year’s resolu¬ 
tion that isn’t too painful? Buckle up 
and give yourself a big survival edge on 
the highway,” Betts concluded.

Answer: Patience is a key factor when brushing your cat’s 
teeth. Try gently rubbing your fingers over her teeth with 
veterinary toothpaste. Once she gets used to it, you can 
try introducing a small cat toothbrush or gauze pad. 
There is also a finger toothbrush that has recently come 
out on the market which may be useful. If she still resents 
it, you may try to at least get the toothpaste into her 
mouth. She will work it around her teeth and gums with 
her longue. There are also oral sprays available that may 
be a little easier to use than the toothpaste. Don’t forget 
that it is important to have her mouth checked regularly 
by your veterinarian to make sure that tartar and cavities 
are not forming.

that the actual construction deviates from the plans 
that were submitted to the city. 

Wesley also confirmed that not only are the plans 
not being followed, but also the plans themselves are 
a "hodgepodge” taken from different architects and 
are themselves “internally inconsistent” and do not 
represent what is actually being built on the property. 

The Lindenblatts and Darwins, both neighbors 
of the property, also, talked about the loss of view 
and the loss of value of their property. 

The former said, “There’s no reason for the third 
story since it is not permitted in Sierra Madre.” The 
latter said, “It’s not fair that the city has allowed this 
to go on.” 

Caroline Brown, Parks and Recreation Com¬ 
missioner, stated that once, when she was in the Plan¬ 
ning Department, she overheard a plan checker tell 
the owner’s representative that the plans would have 
to be redesigned to comply with the code. 

Ron Coleman, also Parks and Recreation Com¬ 
missioner, cited this problem as an example of an at¬ 
tempt to create loopholes in the city code. 

The “Residents” presented a petition with over 
20 names, protesting the failure of the city to stop 
work on the project. 

Bob Carter, attorney for the “Residents,” also 
highlighted to the City Council the potential legal 
troubles for the city if the council did not enforce its 
own code. 

“This has nothing to do with the Uniform Build¬ 
ing Code or its interpretation by the International 
Conference of Building Officials (ICBO). That’s not 
the only code we have and it’s not concerned with 
zoning issues, but only with safety. This is a zoning 
issue, and the Sierra Madre Municipal Code does not 
permit these violations as part of its zoning laws,” 
he said.

Now as 
I waltz down the sunny 
side of life it seems that 
Christmas comes around 
every other day. All of 
which to say, what can 
we say that is new and 
different. 

What comes to mind is 
to relate an event that 
some of you might be 
aware of and in the event 
that you are it is so great 
that it’s worth repeating. 
The tale centers around 
Dr. Carl Barth, probably 
the foremost theologian 
of the 20th Century. Dr. 
Barth was retiring and a 
banquet was being given 
to honor him. From all 
walks of life and from 
all over the world came 
men and women that he 
had ministered to and sat 
at his feet. During the 
banquet many notables 
made speeches that waxed 
eloquently about his abili¬ 
ties and brilliance. Final¬ 
ly, it came Dr. Barth’s 
turn to respond and to 
verbally place his signa¬ 
ture to a life of service 
and dedication to the Lord. 
A pall of silence gripped 


the room as he approached 
the podium. There was 
keen anticipation in what 
they were about to hear 
as the parting words of 
the peerless theologian of 
this century. Dr. Barth 
said that he wanted to 
share with the audience 
that after a lifetime of 
study what he considered 
the greatest truth he had 
learned. People held their 
breath in anticipation of 
hearing something great, 
new and revealing. Dr. 
Barth firmly and resolute¬ 
ly pronounced, “Jesus 
loves me this 1 know, for 
the Bible tells me so” and 
then he sat down. 

Simple, terse and suc¬ 
cinct, yet it is this state¬ 
ment that hits the nerve 
center of Christianity. It 
is this very fact that says 
it all and which embraces 
all the theology that has 
ever been stated. It’s also 
this very fact that lies at 
the heart of Christmas 
and what Christmas is all 
about. Fight your way 
through all the trappings, 
tinsel, lights, food and 
gifts, and you come to 
the core of Christmas. 
That core is summed up 
in Dr. Barth’s epitaph, 
“Jesus loves me this I 
know, for the Bible tells 
me so.” Wrap your mind 
about this thought because 
you will never get any 
closer to the essence of 
Christmas than in this 
statement.

A story tar the New Year 

Russian dissident writer 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn, 
a Nobel Prize winner for 
literature in 1970, tells of 
a time when he fell victim 
to despair. He had been 
arrested and imprisoned 
as an “enemy of the state.” 
In prison, he was forced 
to work 12-hour days at 
hard labor. Already, 
Solzhenitsyn had lost his 
freedom and his family, 
and then he received the 
devastating news that he 
had lost his health. Doc¬ 
tors diagnosed him as hav¬ 
ing cancer. 

One day, while on his 
work detail, overwhelm¬ 
ingly destructive thoughts 
took hold of the writer. 
“There is no use going 
on. Iam soon going to 
die anyway.” Ignoring 
the guards, Solzhenitsyn 
dropped his shovel, left 
his work group and sat 
down, resting his head in 
his hands. 

Solzhenitsyn felt a per¬ 
son standing beside him. 
Assuming it was a guard, 
he braced himself for a 
blow. When none came, 
the writer looked up and 
saw an old man, a prison¬ 
er he had never seen be¬ 
fore - nor did he ever see 
him again. 

Without a word, the 
older prisoner took a stick 
and made the sign of the 
cross in the sand before 
Solzhenitsyn’s eyes. Solz¬ 
henitsyn reports that his 
sagging spirits soared 
upon seeing a cross in the 
sand. It reminded him 


that there is a power in 
the world greater than any 
empire or government. 
He picked up his shovel, 
returned to the work de¬ 
tail, and trusted that the 
God behind the cross 
would take care of him. 

A year later, Solzhen¬ 
itsyn was miraculously 
released from prison and 
allowed to leave Russia 
for the United States, 
where he now lives and 
continues writing. 

“We don’t always un¬ 
derstand the ways of Al¬ 
mighty God - the crosses 
sent us, the sacrifices de¬ 
manded...but we accept 
with faith and resignation 
the holy will with no look¬ 
ing back, and we are at 
peace.” (Anonymous) 

Acceptance of our past, 
acceptance of the condi¬ 
tions presently in our lives 
that we cannot change, 
brings relief. It brings 
the peacefulness we so 
often, so frantically, seek. 
We can put the past be¬ 
hind us. Each day is a 
new beginning. And each 
day offers us the chance 
to look ahead with hope. 
A power greater than our¬ 
selves is ever with us. 
When we fear facing new 
situations, or when familiar 
situations turn sour, we 
can look to that power 
for help in saying what 
needs to be said and for 
doing what needs to be 
done. Our God is as close 
as our breath. Conscious 
awareness of His presence 
strengthens us moment 
by moment.
